BELLSCNJTM’B MOTION TO AMEND 
PROCEDURAL WIDER 

BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. (“0el~South”) hereby files its Motion to 

Amend Procedural Schedule to fequast that proceedings on all remaining 271 

issues be consolidated into one hearing to be held on or about Fabruary 18, 2002 

BellSouth reepecrfully showa the Hearing Officer as follows: 

On July 30, 2001, BellSouth fllad its Section 271 Application wlrh the 

Authority, On August IO, 2001, the Hearing Officer issued an Inltlal Order which, 

among other things, bifurcated the 271 hearings in the interest of judicial economy 

and efficiency. This action was apparently taken to expedite the 271 hearing, 

although no party had requested bifurcation of the 271 hearings. 

On Saptefmber 10, 2001 the Hearlng Qfficar issued an Initial Order which 

clarified the Phase I iasua$ in this matter. On September 14. 2001, BellSouth Piled 

Its Motion to Amend Procedural Sohadule requesting that the Hearing Officer 

canoe1 the hesring scheduled for October 3 and move the Track A, Section 272 

and public interest issues to the week of November 5, which the Hearing Officer 

previously asked the parries to reserve BollSouth further requested that the 
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Hsaring Officer temporarily defer consideration of the remainder of the section 27 1 

issues (including suspsnsion of testimony filings) unril after January 1, 2002. 

On September 17, 2001. the Hearing Officer issued hi8 Initial Order 

Resolving Discovery Disputes and Suspending Procedural Schedule. This Initial 

Order, in part, “[continued1 al/ dates in this proceeding . . pending camp&ion of 

discavery.” Footnote 36 of the Initial Order stated: “[glivsn this Initial Order, 

BellSouth Telecommunications, lnc.‘s Motion to Amend Procedural Schedule, filed 

September 14, 2001, 19 rendered moot.” 

Given the September 17, 2001 Initial Order and in consideration of several 

factora explained below, BellSouth files this Motion and r@quests that the Hearing 

Officer 

1. cancel the haarlngrr scheduled for October 3 and November 6 

(presently continued pending completion of discovery) and move the 

Track A and public interest iasu~~ to R hearing on or about February 

18, 2002, end 

2. consolidate the remaining 271 issues on BellSouth’s compliance with 

the 14-point checklist into the requested hearing8 on nr about 

February 18, 2002.’ 

BellSouth makes this prapoaai based on severe1 f#vXora. First, BellSouth 

believes that the Tenne889e 271 proceeding should run parallel wlth the Authority’s 

’ BellSouth further proposes that the parties discuss and jointly propose to 
the Hearing Offlcar new dates for the filing of testimony for theea consolidated 
iam.4ee 
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OS.5 proceedings BellSouth anticipates that Phese II hearings in the Tennessee 

OSS proceeding will likely take place in late January or February, 2002. Moving 

the 27 1 procsedlng will keep the proceedings in parallel. 

Swxnd, this schedule would allow the Authority to complete Phase II of the 

0% hearings prior to complation of tha Tennesssa 271 proceedings Further, 

given the additlonsl time this schedule wm.~ld afford to the Authority, Staff end 

parties, bifurcation of 271 hearings is now unnecessary. A single 271 hasrlng in 

February would avoid having to coordinate schedules and filing dates for additional 

hearings and would allow tha Authority to hear all remaining 271 issues &ring one 

hearing. Adopting this schedule would promote judicial economy and better 

allocation of resources. 

For rhea% reasons, BellSouth respectfully requests that the Authority (I) 

consolidate the 271 issues into one hearlng; (2) move the 271 hearing to on or 

about February 18, 2002; and (3) extend the dlscovary schedule set in thes Initial 

Order by 30 days.

Hearing Officar’s September 10, 2001, Order. BellSouth respectfully shows the 

Hearing Officer as fallOwa 

On July 30, 2001, BellSouth filed its Section 271 Application with the 

Authority BellSouth did not file testimany on section 272 or on public interest far 

tha reason8 set forth in its August 26, 2001 Motion for Clarification. On 

September $0, 2001, the Hearing Officer issuad en initial Order that clarified the 

Phase I issues in this matter As part of the Septambsr IO, 2001 Order, the 

Hearing Officer held that he would consider BellSouth’s compliance with section 

272 as well es the public interest in ths hearing scheduled for October 3, 2001. In 

accordance with that conclusion, the Hearing Officer gays BellSouth until 

September 14, 2001 to supplement its testimony. 

Given the events of this week, the ordered timeline, and BailSouth’s limited 

regulatory re8ouroe8, BellSouth regretfully will not be able to comply with this 

schedule with the level Of care and quality that it deems necessary. Further, given 
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the representations that BellSouth will not ask this Authoritv to hear this metrer 

prior to an FCC decision in the Geargle 271 case’, BallSouth requasts 

1. Initially, that the Hearing Officer cancel the hearings scheduled for 

October 3, and move the Track A, section 272 and public inrerast 

issues ta the week of November 6, which the Hsaring Officer 

pravioualy aakad the part& to rasarve, and 

2. that the Hearing Officer tempararily defer coneidaration of the 

ramainder of the section 271 iaaues (including suspension of 

testimony filings) until after January 1, 2002 

As to subparegraph 1 above, BaliSouth further requesta that It be granted 

additional rime to file testimony on the section 272 and public interest Issues. 

Specifically, BallSouth requeata that it be grented until October 1, 2001, ta file its 

direct testimony on these issuea, and the CLECs be given until October 22, 2001, 

to file rebuttal testimony on these issues.
